In my opinion, the present application is entitled to a Special Status because 
the invention contributes to countering terrorism. 

Based on my searches and analysis, I determine that the invention contributes 
to countering terrorism because: 

a) the invention discloses a console processing unit coupled to at least one 
detector and at least one mobile sensor, the console processing unit having 
a data structure for representing a monitored object; and 

b) the invention discloses a method of transmitting to a console processor in 
a network a data structure comprising an object identifier, a first object 
location provided by a detector coupled to the console processor, and a 
second object location provided by a sensor coupled to the console 
processor.
